THE PRESS ASSOCIATION. | 


FIRST DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


The Press Association of the State 
of North Carolina assembled in the 
Senate chamber of the Capital yes- 
terday morning at 103 o’clock. 

Major Engelhard, of the Wilming- 
ton Journal, called the Convention 
to order, and was regularly opened 
withp rayer by Rev. Dr. Pritchard, 
of the Baptist church. 

Major Engelhard then addressed 
the Convention at considerable length 
in which he briefly renewed the 
journalistic events of the past year, 
&c. He was giad to welcome the 
press to the Metropolitan City of our 
State, and would assure them that 
every arrangement had been perfect- 
ed for the hospitable entertainment, 
&ce. Hecalled the attention of the 
Convention to the important duties 
that devolved upon them as repre- 
sentatives of the great industrial,me- 
chanical and farming interests of the 
State. 

He glowingly portrayed the great 
natural advantages of North Carolina‘ 
as adapted,not only to every mechan- 
ical branch of trade, but to its soil 
and climate where every product 
enumerated in the census of 1870 
could be raised with profit to the 
producer. In this connection he 
stated that it was the duty of the 
press to foster and use all reasons in 
their power to promote immigration. 
This important step towards the de- 
velopment of our country was a mat- 
ter of the highest cousideration, and 
the press should and must takea 
prominent position. He hoped that 
the Immigration Committee appoint- 
ed at the last meeting of the Asso- 
ciation would be enabled to make an 
encouraging report, &c. He referred 
in solemn and impressive language 
to the death of Mr. McDermaid, late 
editor of the Lumberton Robesonian, 
who was present at the Jast session of 
the Convention, and who was drown- 
ed shortly after the adjournment of 
that body, in Lumberton river near 
his home Lumberton. He paid a 
just and meritorious tribute to his 
memory. 

Maj. Engelhard concluded his re- 
marks with a hearty welcome to the 
members of ths press, expressing the 
hope that their deliberations would 
be characterized with firmness and 
decision, and much good result to the 
interest of the State press. 

The Association being declared 
ready for the transaction of business, 
Mr. Cameron of the Hillsboro Recor- 
der, said that he was pleased to see 
present upon the floor of the house 

Mr. Boulden,of the Danville, thar 
Zimes and moved that he be invite 
toaa seat in this Convention and 
participate in its deliberations. The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 

The Secretary then proceeded to 
eall the roll, members and papers 
were repesented as follows:

On motion of Mr. Cameron, of the 
Hillsboro Recorder, a committee of 
five were appointed to retire and 
prepare business for the Association. 

The Chairman appointed the fol- 
lowing as the committee: J. D. Cam- 
eron, Hillsboro Recorder, L. 
Polk, Polkton <Ansonian,; C. 
Jones, Charlotte Odserver;, G. W. 
Nason, Jr., Newbern Repud/ic-Cour- 
icy; E. R. Stamps, Tarboro South- 
erner-Enquirer. 

A half an hour was granted for 
the committee to report and a recess 
taken. 

During the retirement of the com- 
mittee the Secretary read the general 
programme adopted by the Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of 
the Press Association, in conjunction 
with tie President of the Board of 
Trade of the city of Raleigh, and the 
President of the State Agricultural 
Society acting with and in the inter- 
est of the Press Association comunit- 
tee. 

Mr. Drake, of the Statesville Ameri- 
can, moved that the programme be 
accepted by the Association, but 
yielded to the following resolution 
introduced by Col. Polk, of the An- 
sonian 

Resolued, That this body do accept 
with pleasure the kind and courteous 
invitation as embodied in the pro- 
gramme adopted by the city press, 
Board of Trade and the President of 
the State Agricultural Society. 

On motion of Mr. Stone, of the 
Raleigh DAILY NEws, it was ordered 
that the Committee on Business be 
required to report in half an hour. 
Adopted. 

A recess of half an hour was grant- 
ed, When the committee reported an 
order of business as follows: 


Resolved 1st. That this convention 
does still adhere to the determina- 
tion expressed at the past meeting of 
the association to procure the pas- 
sage of an Act requiring the publica- 
tion of all legal advertisements in 
the newspapers of the State,and that 
a committee of five be appointed by 
the chairman of this convention to 
renew the effort made by the last 
committee to procure the passage of 
the bill for that purpose, and that the 
committee be instructed to prepare a 
new bill if necessary, and to present 
the billin person by some member 
or members and urge it upon the 
members of thé Legislature, after the 
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committee of the Associa- 
ion. 

Resolved 2nd, That the custom of 
gratuitous advertising in the shape 
of local notices is detrimeutal to the 
interests of the profession, and inju- 
rious to its character, and that this 
convention deprecate and discounte- 
nace the same. 

_ On motion of Mr. Stone the report 
of the Committee was received. 

A general discussion ensued upon 
the report of the fecommittee,in which 
Messrs. Spelman ,Stone, Drake,Jones, 
Whitaker and Woodson, participat- 
ed. The question of advertising in 
the local column of newspapers was 
the principal themé of the discussion. 
To obviate the difficulty, Mr. Ful- 
ghum offered the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, That the members of 
this Convention will not hereafter 
place in the local columns of their 
papers any notice of an advertise- 
ment except a simple index of the 
same. 

On motion of Mr. Cameron, of the 
Hillsboro Recorder, the rules were 
suspended to allow him to offer the 
fallowing resolution : 

Resolved, That this body when it 
adjourns do proceed in its organized 
form to call upon his Excellency, 
the Governor, in the Executive of- 
fice and pay him the respects due to 
his official character. 

The resolution was unanimously 
adopted. 

The report of the Committee on 
Business was again takerm up, and 
ee the discussion, Mr. hita- 

er moved that the matter be post- 
poned till 83 o’cloek. 

Mr. Fulghum offered the following 
substitute which was adopted : 

That a Committee, consisting of 
the following gentlemen be appoin- 
ted to take the whole matter under 
consideration and report at 8:80 this 
p.m.: Maj. Engelhard, Mr. Drake, 
Mr. Denson, Mr. Whitaker and Mr. 
Stone. The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Jones offered the following 
resolution which was referrred to the 
Business Committee: 

That this Convention take some 
definite action in regard to the estab- 
lishment of regular rates of adver- 
tising. 

On motion the Convention ad- 
journed until 8 p. m. 


At 3} o’clock the press, accompa- 
nied by the members of the Board of 
Trade of Raleigh, took carriages at | 
the Nationat Hotel and proceeded 
to the Lunatic Asylum where the 
whole company was_ courteously 
received by that prince of  gentle- 
men, Dr. Eugene Grissom, assisted 
by his valuable aids, Dr. Fuller, As- 
sistant Superintendent, and Mrs. 
Huggins, Stewardess. The Asylum 
was thoroughly interviewed from 
cellar to garret, even the cooking, 
washing, heating, gardens and other 
departments underwent a‘scrutiniz— 
ing glanee. Wecannot with our lim- 
ited space give a full account of what 
we saw, ete., but we expect that our 
brethren of the press to give a full ae- 
count of what they saw on their visit. 
After examing the buildings, pa- 
tients, grounds, etc., the company 
were invited into the din- 
ning room, where splendid 
collation of good tiings general- 
ly awaited the 
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resentative of the Press, proposed a 
toast to Dr. Eugene Grissom, which 
was highly complimentary to that 
ofticer, and in substance expressed 
the opinion that he was the “right 
man in the right plaece.’’ After the 
upanimous applause of those present, 
Dr. Grissom responded in a neat, 
pleasant and well toned address, 
truly characteristic of the man. In 
this, we mean to say that he is one of 
the most elegant off-hand speakers 
in the State. H1is remarks were re- 
ceived with that vapturous applause 
that they meritoriously deserved, 

Mr. Drake, of the Statesville Amer- 
jean, next proposed a toast to Mrs. 
Huggins, the Stewardess of the Asy- 
lum, in a brief but beautiful aud well 
timed speech. 

Woodson, of the RALEIGH NEWS, 
Was called upon to respond, but as 
there was no necessity for a response, 
Woodson did not come to taw. It 
was well known to the Press the cir- 
cumstances under which Mrs. Hug- 
gins become the Stewardess of the 
Asylum, and the manner in which 
she has discharged her duties, the 
high enconiums that she has received 
from her superior officers, and her 
yeculiar fitness for the position. We

Resolved 1st, That as a security 
against fraud, false dealing and im- 
posters, that each editor upon becom- 
ing the subject of imposition, shall 
notify the Secretary of the Press As- 
sociation, giving him all the details 
of fucts, and names of offending par- 
ties, and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to inform all the editors of 
this State, and members of the Asso- 
ciation of such fact by letter or other- 
wise. 

2csolved 2d, That each editor who 
shall be the victim of any such fraud, 
false dealing or imposition, is re- 
quested to communicate forthwith to 
the Secretary all the facts and infor- 
mation bearing upon the case. Ado} - 
ted.

Congressional and Other Important 
News. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—NSecreita- 
ries Robenson and Belknap and Gen. 
Sherman have gone to Harrisburg to 
exult over the exploits of the army 
of the Potomac. 

HovuseE.—The Postoftice Committee 
have agreed upon a bill for the pre- 
payment of papers and printed mat- 
ter by the pound. 

NoMINATIONS.—Phillip Clayton, of 
Georgia, Consul to Callao; Joseph C. 
Abbott, Collector of Claims for Wil- 
mington, 

Judge Lawrence, Chairman of the 
Committee on War Claims, who, as 
a sub-Committee, has recently had 
under consideration the question as 
to whether the government could 
take without compensation, the prop- 
erty of citizens in the late rebellious 
States after August 20, 1866, when the 
war was proclaimed closed, and will 
repert to the Committee to-morrow 
in the negative, and says that the 
government is in honor bound to 
pay for the use of any property ap- 
propriated by the military authori- 
ties without reference to the previous 
political status of the person whose 
property was thus seized. 

The Star says that a dispatch has 
been received from Governor Brooks 
in response to the telegram from the 
present sent to him last night, de- 
claring to aceede to the terms pro- 
posed. 

The telegram was the subject of 
some discussion at the Cabinet meet- 
ing to-day, and it may be that the 
President,will be called upon todecide 
definitely some time to-day in this 
contest. The refusal of Brooks to 
accede to the request made by the 
President in the interests of peace 
will very likely lessen the communi- 
cation with that party, and it appears 
very probable that the next advites 
from here may be sent to the United 
States forces at Little Rock contain- 
ing the decision of the Government, 
and asking that all parties shall be 
made to respect it.

‘There was a partial hearing of the 
Virginia Tobacco Committee, com- 
posed of W. P. Burwell, of Rich- 

mond, and Messrs. McGill & Wil- 
liamson, of Petersburg, before the 
special Committee of Ways and 


Means to-day asking that om ay 
sugar, sweet oil and other essentia 
ingredients of manufactured tobacco 
be allowed to enter their manufac- 
toriés free of tariff under bond. Mr. 
Burwell advocated this on the ground 
that it would greatly increase 
the amount of foreign trade in 
manufactured tobacso, and while 
the Treasury might lose $750,- 
000 in the remission of these du- 
ties, he contended that it would 
more than double the export in this 
article, which would be the basis of 
a large importation, and which at 
the average rate of the tariff, 88 per 
cent., would bring more than one 
million and two hundred thousand 
dollars back in the Treasury. A fur- 
ther hearing of the Virginia delega- 
tion will be before a fuller committee 
next week, when an opportunity will 
be given those opposed to the meas- 
ure to be heard at the same time. 

In the Senate to-day Clayton of- 
fered a bill for the appointment of a 
committee of three Senators to pro- 
ceed to Arkansas and investigate the 
cause of the disturbances there. Laid 
over. 

It is well known that the Admin- 
istration was reluctant or indisposed 
to interfere by force of arms in the 
Arkansas’ troubles, and therefore 
sought to restore peace in that State 
by mild yet earnest appeals to 
the parties immediately interested. 
Baxter’s proposition «as to the ad- 
journment of the Legisiature called 
for yesterday until Brooks’ adhe- 
rents should be present, together 
with thé conditions annexed, was so 
fair and reasonable in the opinion of 
the President that the Attorney 
General informed him that interests 
required an immediate acceptance 
of it. A remark was made in 
an executive quarter to-day that 
Brooks could not have seen the sig- 
nificance of the intimation of the 
rejection of the proposition has cer- 
tainly damaged his cause in oicial 
circles, a fact which perhaps he will 
soon realize. The government be- 
lieves that the Legislature should as- 
semble free from armed and all other 
menace or restraint from either side, 
and that the proposition of Baxter if 
it had been accepted by Brooks, 
would have opened the way for a 
peaceful solution of the pending 
questions. Final action on the part 
of the government will not be delay- 
ed for more than a day or two, when 
means will be employed to protect 
the people from the dangersin which 
they are now involved, without par- 
tiality toward either of the contend- 
ing factions or the riyal Governors 
by whom the feud was initiated. 

The President to-night expressed 
himself with much earnestness 
against those stimulating blood-shed 
and throwing the entire State of Ar- 
kansas into anarchy, and he was 
equally earnest in saying that he 
would not delay much longer in 
coming to a decision in the premises,
